The- Lake County Civic 
League ■> is recommending, 
that its members vole in fa- 
vor of the establishment of a 
I ,akc .Count y Junior College. 
if the program calls for tui- 
lion being charged the stu- 
dents, ah provided in the 
new stale, law. 

The recommendation was 
made following a study by 
Dwight Ingram. -head of the 
League's school problems 
committee, i 

In his report on the junior 
college proposal, Ingram said 
that charging the .students 
tuition is a moral obligation. 
Society, he said, . docs not 
"owe" a free college educa- 
tion lo e very person in. the 
stale. The education offered 
wlll*-be of. greater value to 
the student if each must 
make some effort and sacri- 
fice to obtain a higher edu- 
cation. 

Ingram pointed out that 
the Civic League was oppos- 
ed lo the 1064 junior college 
referendum which was not 
a complete county plan be- 
cause school districts in High- 
land Park and Lake Forest 
were omitted, r. 

The new effort lo pass a 
referendum is. based- on the 
new state law as a part of 
the state's Master Plan for 
Higher Education. 

Under the new law, a jun- 
ior college will be governed 
by an elected local board 
with a slate Junior College 
Hoard setting certain general 
standards to insure mini- 
mum academic and building 
standards. • _^_ -' 

The local district has uniil 
1071 to organize the junior 
college with the. 'district pay- 
ing only 25 per cent of the 
building costs. The slate 
would pay the balance. ." ; 

The. state will also pay half 
of the average cost per stu- 
dent, estimated at - $07,0 per 
year. ■ 

The "sliident~cairbc:'ehargt. 
cd one-third of the cost- as 
tuition. This is about the av- 
erage proportion of tuition 
charged by private colleges 
and universities. The .tax- 
payers of the district pay the 
balance, or one-sixth of the

A crowded subdivision can hardly be called 
a rural' area. A good sewer system should be at 
least as _ importJuTriir"tlfese areas~as roads and 
telephones. .. . 

The county-wide sewer system will be slow 
in coming, no doubt. When and if it gets here it 
wi ll sol veLa^ greatjn any problems. Thejiroblem of 
sewage efffuentsln the lakes, for one^thingTThe 
Vublic Works Department long-range plans in 
* volve -routing ';all the sewage' into a river. The 
ihore rapid flow of the river would handle the ef- 
fluent better than the lakes. ..;'■ 

County-wide sewer systems would remove a 
good many health problems, of course. Property 
Tallies would be higher in the rural areas. Individ- 
ual home-owners would no longer' have the ex- 
pense of .installing and maintaining unsatisfact- 
ory septic systems. 

_It may_be a long time incoming, but it's time 
the people in the county were thinking about it.

Price of Stamped 
Envelopes Goes Up 

To hail an .annual $3.3 mih 
lion loss in the postal envoi-' 
ope sales service, the Post 
Office Department today an- 
nounced nil -Immediate , In- 
crease .in the price of printed 
and plain stamped envelopes.' 

.Under the law, stamped 
■envelopes must ho sold aLnol 
less than cost. The increase 
became! effective Saturday, 
September 11. 

Excluding, postage, the 
price of plain envelopes sold 
In box tots of 500 will be in- 
creased about 10 per cent! 
For less-thah-box lot sales the 
price will be raised one cent 
per envelope, to two r cents 
a hove postage. 

The cost of printing return 
addresses oil envelopes is be- 
ing increased as follows: For 
orders of 1,000 or more, from 



$2,50 to $4,00 per 1,000 and 
minimum orders of only 500 
envelopes arc, being Increas- 
ed from $1.25 to $2.25, . > 

Over-the-counter sales, or 
small quantities of envelopes 
account for a substantial 
amount of the loss being 
eliminated by tho envelope 
price Increase.
